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ALLOWANCE 
Reasons for Allowance 
Claims 1-8, 10-16, 18-20 and 22-25 are allowed. 

As to claim 1, no prior art was found to show or suggest an apparatus as claimed with a 
digesting and emulsifying assembly that comprises a separator tank having a closeable opening 
fluidly associated with an enzymatic digest mixing tank that allows a water layer to be drained 
from the separator tank and recycled back to operations in the process upstream. Other 
limitations regarding a digester tank comprising a re-circulation means comprising a chopper 
pump and a heating means are individually known in the art, however there is no motivation to 
combine them in order to create the protein recycling system disclosed by Applicant. 

As to claim 14, no prior art was found to show or suggest an apparatus as claimed with a 
digesting and emulsifying assembly comprising heating means, re-circulation means and an 
emulsifier. While these limitations are known in the art as separate unit operations, there is no 
motivation to include them in a protein waste recycling system that includes an enzymatic digest 
mixing assembly, a mobile grinding assembly and a drying system. Furthermore, there is no 
motivation in the prior art to add a prep tank and a holding tank to the disclosed mobile grinding 
assembly of Anderson since these structures would be unnecessary and unwieldy if incorporated 
into the design of Anderson. 

As to claim 20, no prior art was found to show or suggest an apparatus as claimed with a 
mixing operation that comprises a load cell and a digital scale capable of handling proteinaceous 
agricultural wastes. The Oota (US 6474576) discloses a mixing operation that employs a load 
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cell, however Oota offers no expectation that the disclosed load cell could be utilized in a device 
such as Anderson.
